“A nervous man—all other things be-
ing equal—suffers more punin than n
man who has enjoyed robugt health, be-

causo the nervous man’s sensibilities
ara stronger, but the pain of denth is
more in the anticipation of it than in
the reality., The instinet for life is
stronger in man, and the teachings of
tno present doy, ns well as the writings
of our novelists, do not muke the mua-
{‘n:'lty of men any the more rendy to re-
inguish life.

“Men of eduention face death with
grenter fortitude than men who are not
educnted. Philosophy has o great deal
to do with the art of dying, although
the christinn religrion has been n grent
comflort to the human race in prepaving
the way for denth and in giving hope of
n life hereaftor, amounting in somo
cases almost to o realization of a better
country beyond the line of time.
